Imagine the 
beneficent influence, from a psychological standpoint, if the busi- 
mess men of the year 1912 went about clad in the satin scarlet cut- 
aways, the plum-colored knee-smalls and the dainty jabots—if that 
is the right name—of the Louis period, or that of the Georges. All 
life would take on a new charm. The whole world would become 
am animated flower-garden, as half of it now is from the good 
taste and the attractive color schemes affected by the fairer sex. 
Should not the men follow their example? 

So far as Atlanta is concerned, the way is paved by—Colonel 
“Bob” Lowry, one of the most prominent, as he is one of the most 
Leioved of our citizens. Years ago, he tathomed the psychology of 
colors. The “Lowry red tie,’ putting to blush the sunset, has 
radiated cheer from the Atlantic to the Pacific—wherever its wearer 
is known, and that means everywhere. It is true that the tie is 
just one part of the scheme of clothes. But the “Lowry red tie,” 
with its invitation to optimism, 1s really the Langtry philosophy 
on a smaller scale. Given the tie, and its universal popularity in 
Atlanta, as a starter, it should be easy to work by gradual stages 
tc an absolute fulfillment of the Langtry theory.

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THE VICTORY OF MEDIATION, 


Mediation under the Erdman act has scored another victory in 
the settlement of the wage and working hours controversy between 
the southeastern railways and the men in their employ. Dr. Charles 
P. Neill, United States commissioner of labor, and Judge Martin A. 
Knapp, of the commerce court, comprised the board of mediation. 
Their task was not an easy one. There were many contradictory 
principles to be reconciled, much diplomacy to be exerted. But the 
mediators were patient, skillful, indefatigable. As the reward of 
their labor, a strike that might have tied up the entire business of 
the southeast, at a cost almost beyond estimate, has been averted; 
all sides have been satisfied, and the quarrel is mended with no 
scars visible. 

The coup is only one of the many to the credit of the Erdman 
act, but it illustrates with a vivid finality what may be accomplished 
by a dispassionate tribunal in the way of soothing trouble and 
taking care of three distinct interests—those of the two parties- 
disputant, and of the greater third party, the public. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that these same mediators, who 
have been appealed to in the current Georgia railroad strike, will 
experience similar success in their new mission. An encouraging 
symptom is that both are willing to discuss the issue temperately. 
That is a large point gained. Out of a conference in the presence 
of men deeply experienced in the art of bringing agreement out of 
disagreement it ought to be possible to create a working entente. 

The thousands of people directly and indirectly interested in 
the present differences between the Georgia road and its employees 
will hope that such will prove the ultimate issue. Only recently, 
this same carrier resolved a much more serious dispute through the 
operation of the Erdman act. There appears no valid reason why 
the situation of today should not duplicate the termination of its 


predecessor.
